County at the Court House, pointed 
out that tile legislation which pro­ 
vides for distribution of state funds 
to the townships for use on their 
roads is “temporary' legislation that 
must be passed every two years. 
We have been getting state aid so 
long th at most supervisors think of 
it ss a right. But all th a t needs 
to happen is for the legislature to 
deadlock 
No new act would 
be 
passed—and there would bf no more 
funds from the state. And with a 
Democratic House and a Republican 
Senate it is possible th at such a 
deadlock could result.” 
Most 
Adams County 
townships 
receive the major portion of their 
funds for road work from the state 
As Thomson 
pointed out, “most 
rural townships couldn't legally levy 
a high enough millage to replace 
the loss of the state funds.” 
lauded Bv Fnglneer 
The type of help given the town­ 
ships by the state was pointed up 
by the report of Daniel Bailey, State 
Township engineer, in his report on 
the use of matching funds bv 2i 
Adams County townships during the 
last year. The matching funds are 
but a portion of the amount given 
bv the state to provide the where­ 
withal to produce better township 
roads. 
The 21 townships obtained $45- 
87104 in matching funds; 13.183 04 
from other a*ate funds and $2,268.83 
from county aid in carrying out work

British and American armies by 
attacking across Belgium and seiz­ 
ing the important harbor of Ant­ 
werp. That would cut the British 
off from their supply base and 
force a second “Dunkirk,” Hitler 
believed. 
The Germans hurled 14 infantry 
and seven armored division—with 
800 tanks—at the weakest section 
of the long Allied front. “Storm 
b a tta lia s” attacked under cover­ 
ing fire of 2.000 guns. 
Yank* O utnum bered 
The American division was out­ 
numbered 4 to I. But deep snow, 
steel hills and bad roads slowed 
down the Germans from the start. 
In the North the S.6. Panzer 
army met determined American 
resistance around Monschau, on 
the Belgian border. 
Gen. Hasso von Manteufeel’s 5th 
Panzer Army took over the main 
punch. His tanks headed for Dinant 
and Namur. 
Stopped At Ba slog ne 
It was the unshakeable American 
defense of Bastogne—where Brig. 
Gen. (now Lt. Gen.) Anthony C. 
Mc Auliffe said “nuts” to a German 
demand he surrender—that finally 
stopped Manteuffel. 
Failing to capture the city im­ 
mediately, he bypassed the de­ 
fenders—the 101st Airborne Divi­ 
sion. But then Bastogne menaced 
the German rear and held out until 
relieved by Patton s 3rd Army on 
Dec. 28. It was the turning point 
of the Battle of the Bulge. 
Manteuffel had to retreat when 
his tank* were only a few miles 
from Dinant. 
Hitler’* Christmas present for 
the hard-pressed Germans was a 
flop. He had pulled all his tricks, 
deluding sending 40 Jeep-loads of 
English - speaking

in 
American uniform behind the Al­ 
lied line to spread confusion and 
sabotage. 
The .skeletons of burned farm­ 
houses still loom against the sky­ 
line today on the scene of what 
Field Marshal Gerd von Rundstedt 
called Germany * “Stilingrad No 
2"

Adenauer Opens Debate To 
Ratify Treaties To Rearm 


BONN, Germany (.45—Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer opened debate 
today in his Parliam ent’s lower 
house on ratification of the Paris 
treaties to rearm West Germany. 
Launching the toughest fight of 
his political life, the 78-year-old 
leader told the Bundestag rearm ­ 
ament would make successful ne­ 
gotiations for German unification 
possible. 
To Socialist accusations that his 
government is lagging in promot­ 
ing 
German 
reunification, 
the 
Chancellor said 
the 
agreements 
with the West offered the whole 
of Germany the opportunity to win 
by peaceful means an honorable 
place in the community of free 
nations. 
Tne Bundestag’s vote after the 
two-day debate will be only the 
first of three the lower house must 
hold on the treaties. But the iniial 
poll was awaied as a telling test 
of strengh for Adenauer and his 
pokey to arm 50C.000 West Ger­ 
mans within the North Atlantic Al­ 
liance. 


Nerd B undesrat Approval 
The decisive second and third

The opposition Socialists are rig­ 
idly opposed to rearmament, which

Ignore Red Threats 
Spurring the Socialists on was 
an ominous drumroll of Russian 
threats to build up a massive 
Eastern NATO composed of the 
Soviet Union and its satellites. Mos­ 
cow radio, Czech Premier VUem 
Siroky, East German political par­ 
ties and Dr, Otto John, West Ger­ 
many's former security chief who 
deserted to the Reds five months 
ago, all blasted the Paris pacts 
in broadcasts yesterday. 
The issue most threatening to 
Adenauer, however, was the Saar 
accord, whose acceptance France 
has made a condition of her own 
approval of German rearm am ent 


On this agreement, Adeneuer faced 
trouble not only from the Social­ 
ists but also from within the four 
parties of his governing coalition 
and 
its 
normally 
overwhelming 
Bundestag majority. 
Many of the coalition supporters 
accused the Chancellor of "sur­ 
rendering” a million Germans to 
foreign control. Critics say the pact 
creates a precedent which endan­ 
gers chances of ever rescuing the 
East German provinces taken over 
by Poland after World War II.

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GREECE WANTS 
CYPRUS TAKEN 
FROM BRITISH 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., UP* — 
Greece asked the U. N, Assembly 
Tuesday to endorse the right of self- 
determ ination for the people of the 
east M editerranean island of Cy­ 
prus, a British crown colony to 
which Britain has Just shifted her 
Middle E ast m ilitary headquarters. 
Greek Am bassador Alexis Kyrou 
argued his country’s case before 
the 
Assembly’s 
m ain 
Political 
Committee in the face of British 
hostility and outspoken U 8. oppo­ 
sition to the raising of the issue 
between the two m em bers of the 
North Atlantic Alliance. Turkey, 
another NATO m em ber and Cy­ 
prus’ closest neighbor, 
also op­ 
poses the Greek cam paign to take 
the strategic 
island away from 
Britain. 
Mild Resolution 
Kyrou Introduced what he called 
a mild resolution asking the As­ 
sembly to express the hope that 
the Cypriots would be allowed to 
decide their own 
future. Kyrou 
stressed that his delegation was 
not asking for 
a 
plebiscite, 
in 
which the Greek government pre­ 
viously has contended the Cypriots 
would vote overwhelmingly to incite 
with Greece. 
Britain contends that any change 
in the status of Cyprus will dam ­ 
age NATO and Middle E ast se­ 


curity and will raise the threat of 
a Communist takeover of the is­ 
land. British delegates appeared 
certain the United States would 
join them in voting against the 
Greek resolution. 
While the U.8. delegation has not
